Addresses Sympathy Audience 


Mrs. A. J. Fretman of Ottawa, Do- 
minion chairman of the Canadian- 
Jewish European Orphan committes,

Natural Resources Question 
May Resolve Itself into Fight 
Between The East and The West 


Ottawa, Nov. 19—(By Canadian Press)—Transfer of na- 
tural resources to the western provinces is likely to be again 
soon to the fore front. Again and again within recent years 
the question has been discussed but no solution has been found 
for difficulties encountered. The view taken by the Dominidn 
government, it is stated in well-informed circles, is that the 
question is one entirely for settlement between eastern and 
western provinces, The Dominion government raises no ob- 
jection to the transfer, but is unable to meet the position taken 
by the eastern provinces that they should be given an increased 
subsidy as a quid pro quo, 

Reports of possible legal action to force transfer of the 
resources, have aroused much interest here, but it is not thought 
likely that any such steps will meet with success. 

Concerted Action by Western Provinces 

WINNIPEG, Nov. 19.—Coneerted action for control of the 
natural resources may be brought to bear on the federal’ 
authorities by Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, 

Following a cabinet meeting today of the provincial 
government wires were despatched to the premiers of Sask- 
atchewan and Alberta asking them if their governments wished 
to join a delegation from Manitoba to go to Ottawa with this 
object in view. A communication was also forwarded the 
Dominion government requesting that it set some date when 
the delegation could meet with the federal authorities to dis- 
cuss control of the natural resources of the prairie provinces,

The ex- 
perience of ‘hundreds of poultry men 
goes to show that moisture and drafts 
are two of the greatest hindrances to 
successful ‘winter egg production,

Some people are not in favor of 
haying a straw lining fbecause it is 
likely to harbor vermin, /but he points 
out, the straw lining in this respect is 
no ‘worse than a double wall with an 
air space, while on the other hand, 
whenever it is desired, the straw may 
be removed or disinfected by spraying 
with a solution of cnreolin.

Should be Thoroughly Culled.— | Gilts More Likely to 
Seen in Summer or Fall Litters.—Ration Fed Thought to be 


the Principal Cause 


Pullets Must be Kept in a 
Thrifty Condition 


With the price 
mounting, and the outlook good for 
high prices during the winter months, 
it should be the aim of the poultry- 
man at this time of the year, says W. 
P, McDonald, secretary of the Ex- 
monton poultry club, to get his pul- 
lets into laying condition Hens at 
this time of the vear are mostly 
moulting, and the breeder must de- 
pend upon his pullets for the largest 
fall and winter egg production. 

It is very important that the puilets 
are thoroughly culled. Only the 
strong and vigorous should be kept, 
Size, he points out, is a very import- 


ant factor. Undersized pullets are 
usually slow in maturing, and are 
lacking in vitality.

Housing is another very important 
consikieration. The tendency is often 
to overcrowd the pullets, especially 
when more have been matured than 
there ig housing room for. In _ this 
case it is usually more profitable to 
dispose of the extra pullets, for chey 
will not do wel] when overcrowGed. 
Four feet floor apace should be a.- 
lowed for each bird, except where 
small houses or pens are used, when 
space ghould be morc, 


the walls and ceiling free from ver- 
min. Mr. MicDonald prefers to white- 
wash the walls and ceiling rather than 
to spray with a@ disinfectant, as it 
adds much to the environment of the 
birds, especially on dull days. 

Good ventilation is essential in or- 
der to maintain ‘the health of tho 
birds. Poor ventilation is one of the 
direct causes of colds, and birds vi- 
fected with colds cannot be expeoted 
to yield the maximum production. 
Cleanliness js also very imporiant. 
Pienty of clean, dry little should be 
kept on the floor of the hen house to 
induce the pullets to exercise, but 
should not be allowed to remain after 
it gets damp. It is advisable to take 
up the litter every day. 
effects egg production directly and of- 
ten causes diseases. A flock may he 
laying well until the Htter is allowed 
to become damp, when they will eat 
less, and often before the breeder 
knows it, grain accumulates in the 
litter and becomes musty. This usu- 
ally results in a direct drop in pro- 
duction. The birds get out of con- 
dition, and heavy losses usually follow. 

Good egg production cannot be- 
maintained unless the pullets are in 
proper condition. The birds should be 
examined often. Poor condition is of- 
ten vhe direct cause of delayed pro- 
duction, and can only be remedied -by 
broper feeding. In the fall, feeding 
dry mashes once a day, preferably 
at noon, until the flook have reached 
about twenty-five per cent. of 
laying capacity, is advisable. 
shoulq not be fed more than 
can clean up in twentyominules, Afier 
they have reached this proaustion, 
the mash may be gradualiy reduced 
until discontinued, This should tate 
a# week or more.

IMPROPERLY BALANCED RATIONS 


FOR SOWS ARE RESPONSIBLE FOR

| To the swine grower the phenom- 
fena of hairless Hitters is a mystery in 
so far as origin is concerned, says G. 
B. Bothwell, Dominion animal hus- 
‘bandman. He simply knows that 
|sows normal in every way farrow lt- 
jters that are abnormal in one, all, or 
\a combination of the following: Com- 
|pletely or purtially hairless, with un- 
‘developed hoofs; blind. very large, 
‘flabby and with alnormal devoelon- 
ment of head and neck; very small, 
weak and undeveloped generally, Such 
\pims usually die in from a few hours 
toa few days after birth. Not all pigs 
in the litter are so effected, some be- 
ing quite normal.’ The sow remains 
quite normal, 

While scientiats have arrived at 
what is possibly the direct constitu- 
tional cause, he points gut, the pre- 
liminary causes are more or less in 
mystery. A breeder one year*may lose 
90 per cent. of his pigs, and the next 
lyear, with the same breeding stock, 
\feeds, quarters and management, ob- 
tain a normal increase. In certain 
years and jocalities that trouble seems 
to be almost of an epidemic, only to 
disappear entirely. Is it due to a sea- 
sonal influence’? Is it transmiesable? 
Ts it due to some poisonous element in 
;the sow’s ration which leaves her 
unharmed, fout which arrests or ren- 
ders abnormal the later development 
of the pigs in utero? 

It cannot be stated definitely that 
the vause is seasonal. Certainly there 
jis no consistency in such a claim. The 
possibility of contagion fs also most 
difficult to assume. It would, further, 
seem illogical that any actual poison 
to the foetus would leave the sow quite 
unharmed. Apparently the difficulty 
lies in some deficiency of the sow’'s 
ra&ion—which is essentia] to the nor- 
mal growth of the little pig. Apparent- 
ly. too, this malady or abnormality is 
similar to the thyroid affections of 
calves and lambs. 

Gilts are more predisposed jto give 


| hairless litters than are adults, possi- 


bly due to certain deficiencies in the 
ration being entirely absorbed by the 
Further, the trauble is practi- 
cally in every case confined to the 
winter-carried jitter, and is very rare- 
ly seen in the summer or fall litter. 
Apparently certain deficiencies in the 
ration may be corrected by the sow in 
the summer from other sources, 
whereas she has no recourse during 
the winter unless supplied artificially. 
Here is what is known at present: 

1. That a ration for the pregnant 
ow, ‘highly proteid or nitrogenous, 
predisposes to hairless litters, but that 
in many cases the correction of the 
balance and constituents of the ration 
apparently corrects the trouble. While
